President Hoover and his admin- 
istration also came in for, severe 
criticism at the hands of Mr. Stea- 
gall, who explained that it would 
only be necessary for the president 
to issue one short telegram to start 
Muscle Shoals to functioning as it 
should, thereby furnishing fertili- 
zer at about one-half what the far- 
mers are now paying. He stated 
that under present conditions, it re- 
quires about a ton of commercial 
fertilizer to produce a bale of cot- 
ton, costing $80 to $40, Taking 
these figures, it can be seen that a 
saving of half the fertilizer bilk 
would be a big item, especially to 
the South. But, said the speaker, 
the fertilizer and Power trusts will 
not allow any such interference 
with their carefully laid plans, so 
Muscle Shoals, with its millions of 
dollars worth of machinery and 
equipment, continues to lie dor- 
mant.
